TAX GOLLEGTOR 
FOR THE YEAR 


A detailed statement showing to 
what funds went the money received 
by the tax collector during the tax- 
year just closed was completed Sat- 
urday by C. B. Hammer, chief dep- 
uty in the office of Auditor 8S. G. 
Berger. 

A total of $1,855,285.71 was collect- 
ed for county purposes, school pur- 
poses, various cities, state of Cali- 
fornia, road district and specia) dis- 
tricts. The tax was levied by the 
county, various school districts and 
by cities. 

The school received by far the 
largest item, the various school funds 
totaling $825,622.12, or more than 44 
per cent of the total amount of 
money which passed into Tax Col- 
lector C. D. Van Wie’s office. 

The item for highway bonds and 
interest reached $153,740.40 and the 
five road districts received $106,151.04. 
The county funds received $396,537.75. 
The salary fund received $112,492.97. 
These two funds pay all the expenses 
of the activities of the county proper, 
including the hospital, special road 
work, indigent relief, etc. The coun 
ty free library ‘received $12,846.98. 
This is a tax only on districts which 
use the free library. The interest 
on state highway bonds covering 
state bond highways in this county 
is $13,592.91.

In a statement issued by the Unit- 
ed States Civil Service Commission 
it is said that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has on hand one 
of the heaviest accounting tasks 
that ever confronted any organization.

“NAWSTY” WAY TO SAY IT

invade a neighboring editor’s field 
in order to have something live to 
print.” Verily, my dears, it isn’t so 
much what he said as the “nawsty” 
way in which he said it, and we 
opine, “Is there no honor among 
thieves?” 


IT’S A GOOD IDEA TO “BELONG” 


In every community there are peo- 
ple who for one reason or another 
refuse to “belong” to anything. 


They pay dues in no fraternal of: 
ganization. They are members of no 
church. The chamber of commerce 
knows *them not. They are the very 
opposite of “joiners.” 


Why? For many reason. Some 
think they can’t afford it—which 
may be true or may be camouflage 
for stinginess. Some won’t “belong” 
because they can’t tolerate being in 
anything they can’t dominate; and 
with such people it is better for 
the community if they continue not 
to join things. Some, because ‘they 
have been “turned down” some time 
or other for something, prefer to 
sulk in a corner and nurse a grudge. 
“Soreheads,” these. With others it 
seems to be a matter of pride to 
hold themselves aloof; though why 
there should be any source of pride 
in that, heaven only knows. 


Of course in each of these people 
the community, the church and the 
ledge lose one potential help in pro- 
moting the common welfare. 


And of course every individual who 
holds himself thus aloof is in danger 
of degenerating into sourness, grouch- 
iness and the state people get into 
when other people begin to call them 
“cranks.” 

It isn’t healthy. 


It isn’t good for the community to 
lose the kelp of these people; but 
it gets along. So does the church 
and the lodge. For the fact is that 
each of these people loses far more 
than either community, church or 
lodge; he loses the comfort and 
strength and interest and happiness 
there are in associating himself with 
his neighbors in work for the com- 
mon welfare. He loses the touch 
with his fellows that he needs to 
keep him sweet and well and use- 
ful to himself as well as to society. 

Some of these folk who flock by 
themselves may hold their heads 
pretty high, but you can bank on it 
that they get pretty miserable inside, 


The saddest one in the lot, though, 
is the fellow who is diffident, who 
can’t make the advances himself, 
and who does not “belong” because 
nobody has thought to ask him ts 
join. The Good Samaritan will keep 
his eye out for people like that, and 
bring the light of gladness to their 
hearts by extending the right hand 
of fellowship and welcoming them 
inte the fold and seeing that they 
become acquainted and busy. 


“Belonging” can be overdone, of 
course. A man can belong to so 
much that he can’t half take care of 
his duties in all of the things he be- 
longs to, and never has time to take 
care of his personal, family and gen- 
eral social obligations. That makes 
a dissipation of it, and is an extreme 
that is as much to be avoided as the 
other extreme. But at that it is bet- 
ter than flocking by yourself and de- 
liberately choosing a life of lonely 
uselessness. 

No man is sufficient unto himself. 
No man is a whole man until he is 
rounded out by normal human rela- 
tionships—which means joining hands 
with others in work for the common 
welfare. If you don’t “belong,” 
change your tactics and “join.” You 
will be the better for it, and so 
will whatever you join, whether it 
is community, church or lodge—and 
it should be all of them— Hemet |

These typhoons are rotary storms 
which have a motion of translation as 
well. Their coming can be foretold 
some hours in advance by an increas- 
ing wind with falling barometer, and 
by the direction of the wind and the 
appearance of the clouds. The center 
{s a calm area of some miles in diam- 
eter, with very low barometer, caus- 
ing the sea to rise abnormally within 
this low-pressure area. Around this 
center the wind is whirling at a ter- 
rible rate. It works up gradually to 
& maximum as the center draws near, 
and then falls abruptly to calm. 


MODERN READERS OF FICTION 


Both Men and Women Said to Appre- 
clate the Viewpoint Put For- 
ward by Authors. 

Women who are ziving greater !m- 
portance to woman’s sphere gre dis- 
cerning readers of fiction, says the 
New York Evening Post. This is the 
conclusion drawn by James Hay, Jr., 
after careful observation, and it would 
probably meet with some skepticism 
on the part of people who think that 
fiction serves mainly to amuse. He 
writes in a recent publication that he 
long ago discovered that certain men 
and women “appreciate new view- 
points, had the knack of defending 
with facts and plays of fancy their

“alien to the world’s great dreamers.” 


To Foretell Weather. 

The following is given in the Bos- 
ton Globe as means of foretelling the 
weather: “A gray, lowering sunset, 
or one where the sky fs green or yel- 
lowish green, indicates rain. A red 
sunrise, with clouds lowering later in 
the morning, also indicates rain. A 
halo otcurring after fine weather tn- 
digates a storm; .A corega grow @g 
smaller ind? - rain; growing larger, 
fair weather morning rainbow is 
regarded as uw ign of rain; an eve- 
ning rainbow of fair weather. A deep 
blue color of the sky, even when seen 
through clouds, indicates fair weath- 
er; a growing whiteness, an approach- 
{ing storm. Fogs indicate ° settled 
weather. A morning fog 
breaks away before noon. Unusual 
clearness of the atmosphere, unusual 
brightness or twinkling of the stars, 
indicate rain. The first frost and the 
Tast frost are usually preceded by 
temperature very mueh above normal. 





Birds and Their Nests. 

The robin is one of the best nest 
builders. Robins prefer trees not too 
heavily foliaged, ike am apple tree. At 
times the robin will bwild her nest in 
a gateway or beneath the eaves of a 
house where there Is a solid founda- 
tion. But as a general proposition it 
is in @ tree of fairly good size. It is 
built of ‘straw and grass and string 
and mud and ts solid and heavy. A 
robin’s nest’ may be exposed to the 
weather for five or six years and not 
go to pieces, but it is never used but 
once. A few birds use a second-hand 
nest, but when they do so they clean 
it out and patch it up with new ma- 
terial. The oriole uses one nest year 
after year, but always improves it by 
putting in new material and seeing to 
{t that it is tied with stout strings to 
the limb from which it is suspended. 
Exehange. 





World’s Oldest Drawings. 

The oldest drawings in the world 
are believed to have been made about 
25,000 years ago by prehistoric man 
in the caves of the Pyrenees moun- 
tains, says Boys’ Life. Some of these 
pictures show remarkable skill in 
drawing, suggesting that civilization 
was comparatively well advanced at 
this period. From the relics of this 
period it is believed that these men 
had a religion of some kind, that they 
buried their dead, were governed by 
chiefs and made instruments of flint. 
Examples of their painting and sculp- 
ture have been found. As man goes 
about the earth analyzing and dis- 
secting every object a great amount 
of scientific information is being gath- 
ered which will some day enable him 
to solve the great mystery of his ear- 
ly histery.

THE HIGHWAY SITUATION _ 

Advices from Sacramento, and the 
general trend of editorial and public 
comment everywhere, point unerring- 
ly to the earliest possible cessation of 
highway construction in California 
until conditions take a change for 
the better. That this was inevita- 
ble was foreshadowed in the over- 
whelming evidence received from 
other states of the union, where 
such a decision had already been 
reached and acted upon. 

The Automobile *Club of Southern 
California and the California State 
Automobile Association in urging 
postponement of road building at 
present, did so with the full know]- 
edge that there was not a single 
county in the state which was not 
threatened with a serious loss of 
mileage if the highway construction 
was continued with. If every’ county 
in California met and decided to go 
one with road building at present, 
éach county to get the roads it voted 
for and was promised, no more fu- 
tile or impotent action could be 
taken It is admitted by the Highway 
Commission that the money will not 
build, at present, more than from 
one-half to five-eighths of the roads 
the counties are entitled to. This ad- 
mission, in itself, is an unappealable 
verdict against any further construc- 
tion excepting the trunk line con- 
nections, contracts already signed for, 
and maintenance work to keep pres- 
ent roads in condition, 

But there is another very serious 
and important fact to be taken into 
consideration by the people of the 
state in connection with the delay- 
ing of highway work. That is, the 
overhead expense of the State High- 
way Comission. As was tersely stat- 
ed in a recent editorial in a Southern 
California newspaper, “But overhead 
work made necessary by great plans 
being worked out should be at once 
done away with.” That is the case 
fn a nutshell. Just as it was impera- 
tive that highway work should be 
postponed, so is it vitally necessary 
that State Highway Commission 
forces should be reduced. California 
has no money to pay men for “mark- 
jing time.” A public office is still a 
public trust. If a manufactory, 
whether of roads or rifles, shuts 
down for a year, it does not keep its 
|full force on the pay rolls. That 
would not be business; that would 
not be common sense. The county 
cannot afford to pay out salaries and 
wages the money it» voted to build 
highways with. There is plenty of 
work for men to do in Southern Cali- 
fornia. ,..Men who are doing either 
manual or office work, inside or out- 
side detail work, can find employ- 
ment elsewhere in other lines. The 
bureaus of labor and employment are 
constantly seeking for men in many 
branches of service. 








Nor 
does it relieve in any manner the 
farm labor or railway car shortage 
It merely adds to exorbitant figures 
for highway construction the burden 
of an increased interest for the peo- 
ple to previde for, and affords an- 
other example of injudicious finance 
along the lines of “robbing Peter to 
pay Paul;;’ and the counties would 
have to increase their tax levies to 
meet the bills. 

Close down the work for the pres- 
ent, and cut down expenses for over- 
head outlay in the meantime. That 
is the demand voiced by the auto- 
mobile associations, with the certainty 
that in taking this stand they are 
backed up by the principles of 
economy and prudence, and are keep- 
ing in constant view the best inter- 
ests adn welfare of each and every 
county in the state of California.

at the earliest possible date.”

WILSON OBSERVATORY 





On the wet morning of May 21, 
about 6:30, Mr. Cushing and his 
three physics classes met at the 
street station on Buclid avenue. Ac- 
cording to previous plans their inten- 
tion was to take a trip to Mount 
Wilson to see the largest telescope 
in the world. 

Being a foggy, wet, and disagrec- 
abie morning, the crowd almost gave 
up their plans for the mountain hike 
and were about to return home in 
disappointment but it was a brave, 
courageous bunch of jolly ‘seniors 
who could not think of ever caoel- 
ing their anticipated good, 30 one 
shouted, “Let’s go!” and they went 
through the rain and all. 

After an hour’s ride, about ten 
machines containing the pariy arriv- 
od at Sierra Madre and there the 
real hiking beg:n. The crowd atart- 
ed out in fine spirits and although 
the weather was bad and the trail 
rather steep, thc party remained in 
that state of mind all the way up 
Various physics experiments were 
tried while hiking, which proved ex- 
ceptionally interesting, such as fig: 
uring out how deep the canyons 
were by physics; also the steepness 


This gives the girls some-!of the trail, etc. 


Finally about one o’clock the fifty 
Chaffeyites reached Mount Wilson. 
They were ravenously hungry and 
the picnic lunch which the girls had 
prepared “was soon unpacked and 
oh, boy! nothing had ever tasted so 
good, nor had it disappeared s0 
quickly. About two o’clock the party 
was looking at photographs of ce- 
lestial bodies taken by the Mount 
Wilson telescope; some of the pic- 
tures were taken after 4 1-2 hours 
of exposure. It is a very slow pro- 


cess on account of the very dim 
light. ‘ 

The Mount Wilson telescope, of 
course, was the greatest factor of 


the trip. A few remarks concerning 
it might be of interest. The mirror 
in the telescope is 100 inches in 
diameter and 13 inches thick. It 
was cast, ground, and polished in 
France, taking over nine years in 
the process. It is concave and does 
not lack one-half millionth of an 
inch of being a perfect mirror. Its 
weight is four and a half tons and 
its total cost was $75,000. The to- 
tal cost of telescope is $650,000. There 
is not one part of it ornamental; 
every part of it is for some use, The 
mirror had been resilvered a few 
days ‘before, so they could not op- 
erate the telescope entirel, although 
the methods were described. The 
weight of telescope is 100 tons and 
the entire weight of the building is 
700 tons. It was erected by Carnegie 
and is now under the operation of 
the government. 

The classes were shown the im- 
portant parts of the telescope and 
the inspection was indeed interest- 
ing and educational. 

As a whole, the trip to Mount Wil- 
son was enjoyed immensely by the 
Chaffeyites and Mr. Cushing proved 
himself an efficient hiker and a gen- 
uine sport. The trip is recommended 
to any one who loves the moun- 
tains and hiking and it would be 
very worth while to see the world’s 
largest telescope.

HAS A SUCCESSFUL YEAR 











BIG PLAY FOR CLASS NIGHT 





Capping the climax of this, Chaf- 
fey’s greatest year in . dramatic; 
achievements, the class of 1920 an-| 
nounce for the evening’s of Tuesday 
and Wednesday, June 15 and 16, two 
performances of “The Piper,” by Jo- 
sephine Preston Peabody. Written 
in 1909, revised in 1919, this drama 
has been known throughout the coun- 
try as “The Prize Play.” Undoubt- 
edly, every man, woman, or child in 
the country, who has gone as far as 
the fourth grade in grammar school, 
is familiar with the myth, “The Pied 
Piper of Hamelin,” written by Rob- 
ert Browning. 

The Myth. The legend, in its most 
popular form, his poem, embodies 
three main elements that still fur- 
nish matter for research and con- 
jecture to students of folk lore and 
medieval history. These three main 
elements are (a) the personality of 
the Piping Man “wonderfully clothed 
in many colors; (b) the tradition of 
a band of children spirited away by 
some mischievous or supernatural 
agency; (c) tthe story of a plague of 
rats and mice removed by a bargain, 
which bargain was left unpaid. 

Parts of this story, or myths of a 
family likeness, are found in the 
folk-lore of divers coutries. But the 
threefold legendary matter wrought 
together, end supported by the appa- 
rent testimony of mediaéval records 
(however naively set down), has at- 
tached itself for all itme to the local 
history of Hameln on the river of 
Weser, in Hanover, also the town 
records of Hamelin show more con- 
vincing traces of memory of some 
such event, unaccounted for by the 
psychology of the 18th century, 
among them, the prohibition of any 
manner of music or musical instru- 
ment from the piping to whistling, 
upon the street down which the 
children were led away—according 
to tradition—by the stranger, mar- 
vellously clothed in many colors. 

It shall suffice, for readers of 
less leisure, to point out that the 
chief marvel—the disappearance of 
the children, has been referred to 
phenomena of that period, of a 
certain historical basis; (1) the 
strange and touching wildfire flight 
of the Children’s crusade in 1211; 
and (2) the tradition of a so-calied 
dance mania, somewhat later in the 
century, that swept from village to 
village in south Germany and neigh- 
boring parts of Europe. 

One curious fact often mentioned 
in connection with these latter tra- 
ditions, whatever its true bearing 
may be, is to the effect that for 
hundreds of years there existed in 
Transylvania, a colony of fair-haired 
northern people who had no record 
of their origin, and who might con- 
jecturably have been descendants of 
the long-lost runaways. 

Whatever the underlying facts may 
be, the town of Hameln has a long 
history, of a picturesqueness out of 
proportion to its size. It certainly 
existed as a town in the 1lith cent- 
ury, and although it grew up from 
the foundations of an abbey, its 
rivers (the Weser and the Hamel) 
gave it industrial importance at an 
early date. The mill-stone appears 
upon the midiaeval town-seal. 

This curious bit of record, several 
times removed from its original wall, 
whatever that may have been, is 
still to be seen in Hamekn. It is 
quite possible that both the date and 
the number of the lost children. may 
have been incorrectly deciphered 
after centuries of wind and weather. 
The one thing certain is, that these 
naive words bear witness to the 
scar Of some strange grief and omen 
that pierced the heart of a little 
| thriving town and its people, hun- 
jdreds of years ago.

Great 
Britain claims only one native aster. 
Many American species are cultivated 
in English gardens under the name 
of Michaelmas daisies, The Swiss 
species is the beautiful purple aster 
which is found in such quantities 
along the New England highways Ip 
the autumn, and which, with the gol- 
denrod, makes a radiant display of 
purple and gold.

Sea Water for Salt. 

The use of salt for sensoning and 
preserving food is so ancient that the 
earliest written records refer to it, 
For many centurles practically all the 
salt used by the human race was pro- 
eured by the evaporation of sea water, 
This method of obtaining salt ts still 
employed in many localities where the 
conditions are favorable, A flat 
stretch of sea coast and a hot and dry 
climate are necessary If salt is to be 
gotten from sen water. An ideal lo 
cality for this Industry is the coast 
on the Bay of Cadiz, Spain. The sea 
water is allowed to collect In shallow 
basins. As the water evaporates the 
various salts crystallize out and form 
a crust, The edible salt crystallizes 
out first and fs drained from the other 
salts, which are gathered in large 
piles where the occasional raing and 
the sun help to wash and dry out the 
impurities. A considerable part of 
the crude salt Is used locally for cur- 
fog and pickling and the remainder ad 
shipped to refinertes,

That by classing real estate brok- 
ers’ automobiles as pleasure cars and 
refusing them gasoline they are de- 
priving the realty men of the means 
of making a livelihood, was the sub- 
stance of a communication today from 
Ray L. Riley, state real estate com- 
missioner, to the Standard’ Oil Com- 
pany, according to announcement of 
F B. Chaffee, well-known real estate 
dgaler. 

Mr. Chaffee wrote the commis- 
sioner, pointing out that if a realty 
man, for instance, takes a party of 
prospective buyers to Victorville and 
is unable to secure gasoline for the 
return trip, it is up to the realtor to 
provide hotel accommodations for his 
party until such time as they can 
be returned home, and his chances 
of profiting by the deal are materially 
cut down.

MINIMUM WAGE OF $16 A WEEK 
FOR WOMEN IN GROVES 

A minimum wage of $16 a week, 
effective June 24, has been establish- 
ed for all women employed in agri- 
cultural occupations including the 
picking of fruit, vegetables and’ ber- 
ries, the State Industrial Welfare 
Commission announced at San Fran- 
cisco last week. Several thousand 
women and more than 500 in this 
community are affected, 

Employers who require women to 
work more than eight hours a day 
in the harvesting of perishable fruits 
and vegetables are required to pay 
not less than “rate and one-quarter” 
ot the minimum during the first eight 
hours and not less than double the 
rate thereafter. All women are en- 
titled to one day a week rest. 

Working conditions provide for an 
abundant supply of pure drinking wa- 
ter and a prohibition on the lifting 
of burdens exceeding twenty-five 
pounds. All camps must be con- 
structed in strict conformity with the 
rules imposed by the State Commis- 
sion of Immigration and Housing. 

For the cutting and pitting of fruit 
for drying, the commission did not 
establish a guaranteed time wage, 
but women must not be paid less 
than the following rates: Free 
peaches, pears, 22 cents and 62 cents 
respectively for each 100 pounds. 
Apricots for fruit running less than 
twelve to the pound, 40 cents for 
each 100 pounds, and for fruit runa- 
jnins more than twelve to the pound, 


50 cents.
